N. Y. Y .C. Adheres to Its Orig- 


inal Rules For Entries 


CASE OF THE INDEPENDENCE 


Boston Boat May Compete by Plying 


the Club's Flag and Being Under 
Management of One or More of Its 
Members-^Interestlng Letters „„-; 


New York, May 25.—The New York 


Yacht club sent anofher letter to 
Thomas W. Lnwsori, owner of the Inde- 
pendence, and gave out to tiie press the 
letter, together with the correspondence 
between 
Commodore Ledyard 
and 


Mr. Lawson over the sailing of the la- 
dependence in the trial'races, with a 
view to Its possible selection as the 
defender of the America's cup. 


The letter makes It clear that it is 


still entirely possible for the Independ- 
ence to enter the trial races under the 
conditions named in the 
New York 


Ypcht club's first letter to Mr, Lawson 
upon his qualifying his boat to sail un- 
der the flag of the New York Yacht club. 


The correspondence began on April 


29, with a letter from Commodore Led- 
yard, chairman of the regatta commit- 
tee, in which Mr. Lawsou's attention is 
called to a communication sent to De- 
signer Crowulnshipld several months 
previous, as to the conditions wh'mb. 
would govern -entries for trial races. 
The committee states that it is "?om- 
pelled to hold that a vessel in order to 
enter ihe trial races must be Qualified 
to fly the flag of the club, and must be 
under the responsible management of 
one or more of its members, and that, If 
selected to defend the cup, these condi- 
tions must continue to exist until after 
the conclusion of the match." 


"The committee believes," the letter 


goes en, "that they are expressing the 
unanimous sentiment of the N. Y. Y. C. 
in saying that the appearance of the 
Independence as a competitor for the 
honor of defending the cup would be 
very heartily welcomed- They are not 
forgetful 
of the distinguished part 


which Boston yachtsmen hare taken in 
these events in the past, and they are 
anxious to extend to the Independence 
every possible courtesy, consistent with 
the duty of the club as trustees of the 
America's cup." 


Coming to recent correspondence on 


the subject, Mr. Lawson, on May 23, ex- 
pressed regrets that the committee mis- 
construed a previous letter and says: 
"My case is a simple one. At an early 
Btage of building the Independence I 
was obliged to answer false public state- 
ments and in answeriug I took the po- 
sition that it was impossible for me to 
give my boat to any individual. Later, 
when 
your committee opened corre- 


spondence with me, it was, as I tried 
to show you, impossible under the exist- 
ing conditions (not ideal conditions 
which might have been), for me to give 
my boat to an individual. The cases 
of Edwin D. Morgan and -W. Butler 
Duncan, I insist are in no way similar. 
These gentlemen were selected by their 
fellow club members for the highest 
honor wUhin their gift, and acceptance 
by these gentlemen of the ownership or 
management of the Columbia and Con- 
stitution has not placed them in any- 
thing but an enviable and honorable 
light. 


"I regret, as does your committee, if 


It should happen that our correspond- 
ence ends m anything but the pleasant- 
est manner, and I beg to repeat to you, I 
hold myself in readiness to do anything 
which it is possible for me to do to en- 
nble the Independence to race, that in 
the wise judgment of your committee, is 
deemed best, and I pledge myself that 
if your committee notifies me it is im- 
possible, I do not care f«>r what reasons, 
for my boat to take part in the cup de- 
fense, I will cease all efforts in that 
direction and do all in my power to dis- 
pel any had impression that may exist 
by arranging to, in some other way to 
settle, to the satisfaction of all yachts 
men and others, the question of which 
is the best American boat." 


The last letter from the committee to 


Mr. Lawson was written yesterday and 
is as follows: 


"You appear to entertain an erroneous 


Impression concerning the position of 
Mr. Duncan and Mr. Morgan. 
These 


gentlemen were not selected as man- 
agers of the Constitution and Columbia 
by the members of the club. 
In each 


case the selection was by the Individual 
owners of the yacht and the arrange- 
ment was one wholly between sucb own- 
ers as Individuals on the one side and 
the gentleman selected as manager on 
the other. 


"This committee certainly does not 


propose to notify you that it is impos- 
sible for your boat to take part in the 
trial races for the cup defense. 
On the 


contrary, It has rtry distinctly notified 
yon that it is entirely possible for her 
to take such part aud has fully explained 
to you the conditions which it is open to 
you to avail yourself of for the purpose 
of qualifying her for the match."

General Railroad Strike Now 


In Contemplation 


SUGGESTION OF O'OOMELL 


To Tie Up Mechanical Service of the 


Roads In Cage of Refusal to Grant 
Nine-Hour Bay Without Reduction 
of Wages—Sew Strike Headquarters 


Washington, 
May 
25.—President 


O'Conuell of the Internationa! Associa- 
tion of Machinists announces that he 
will recommend to tte next annual con- 
vention of machinists at Toronto, begin- 
ning June S, that a date be set for a 
9-hour day, without reduction in wages, 
on all the railroads of the country. 
Qn 


railroads which fail to comply with this 
demand a strike will be ordered. The 
recommendation will be made in Mr. 
O'CounelPs annual report. 


Mr. O'Gonnel! gays that a railroad 


strike would Involve probably 100,000 
men, including 40,000 machinists. The 
policy will be to enforce the demand by 
tieing up practically the entire mechani- 
cal service of the roads. 
It was simply 


a matter of policy, he said, that the rail- 
roads were not involved in the present 
strike. 
Although a number of^them 


are now involved, none of the roads was 
originally contemplated in the order de- 
claring the present strike. Mr. O'Con- 
nell says the convention doubtless will 
fix a date when the 9-hour day must be 
in operation on all roads, and he believes 
this date should be some day in the 
autumn. 


Mr. O'Connell says the outlook of the 


present strike is very gratifying. The 
headquarters of the strike has been 
shifted from Washington to Toronto, 
for which city President O'Connell left 
last night. 
He will stop en route at 


Pittsburg and 
Buffalo, and possibly 


some other city to confer with local 
strike leaders, aj>d will take charge of 
the Toronto he'atiquarteis Sunday night. 


The signature of the George Lawley 


& Sons' corporation, boat builders, to 
the 0-hour agreement was the most en- 
couraging feature of yesterday in the 
machinists' strike at Boston. There are 
now 1171 machinists on strike in that 
city, according to the union figures. 


As a result of the machinists' strike 


at San Francisco all of the United States 
army transports seeding repairs are to 
be sent to the Mare Island navy yard, 
where the work will ue dene. The Rher 
man was the first, vessel to go to the 
navy yard under this new order of the 
government authorities. 
The strike 


situation at Sap Francisco is unchanged, 
neither side showing a disposition to 
yield. 


Committees representing machinists

BUT TWO SURVIVORS 


Disaster Overtakes the Wooden Steam- 


er Baltimore on Lake Huron 


East Tawas, Mich., May 25.—The 


wooden steamer Baltimore foundered 
in Lake Huron, near Au Sable, yester- 
day, and 12 of her crew of 14 were 
drowned. 
Two men were tossed about 


the lake for several hours, lashed to a 
piece of wreckage, and were finally 
picked up by the tug Columbia am] 
brought here. 
John McGinnis, a deck 


hand, one of the rescued, became insane 
from his experience. 
The other sur- 


vivor, Thomas Murphy, second engineer, 
was able to tell the story of the disaster. 


"We were bound from Loraln to Sault 


Ste Marie," he said, "and had in tow 
a large steam drill and scows. 
When 


off Thunder bay,* last night, Captain 
Place saw that the steamer was mak- 
ing bad weather, and decided to turn 
about and run for Tawas for shelter. 
Everything went all right until we were 
off Au Sable, when tha steamer struck 
heavily on the bottom. 


" 'It is every man for himself now,' 


shouted Captain Place," continued the 
engineer. 
"The look of despair on Mrs. 


Place's face was something I shall never 
forget. It was awful. McGinnis and I 
lashed ourselves to a ring bolt in apiece 
of the after cabin, and we were washed 
overboard shortly afterward. 


"The strain was too much for McGIn- 


nls, and he went crazy before we had 
been in the water long- 
He tried to 


throw me off the wreckage, but I talked 
to htm and encouraged him to hold on. 
Twice he got loose and tried to drown us 
both, but each time I succeeded in quiet- 
ing him. 
The passenger steamer Hol- 


land passed us this morning, but we 
were too far away for her crew to see 
us, I believe. 


"The Columbia finally camo along and 


picked us up just as I was about to 
give up hope. 
I am afraid all of the 


rest of the crew were drowned, in- 
cluding Mrs. Place."

ment to reduce wages and curtail pro- 
duction. 
Included among them are the 


managers of mills making no committee 
goods. 
The mills that make half com- 


mittee goods and half wide goods are 
Etill hanging back. 


Of the needed Barnes to complete the 


list at least five have signified an in- 
tention of slgalng when it is clear to 
them that any large proportion of the 
mills desire to enter the plan. 
The 


members of the selling committee are 
now working for the adoption of the 
agreement 


All the fine goods mills will be allowed 


to do as they please about the matter 
of wages and curtailment, but it is well 
understood that if the mapority c-f the 
mills agree to reduce wages it will be 
but a short time before the fine goods 
mills will follew s"'t. 


A man In toucn with the manage- 


ment of the New Bedford mills says 
if the reduction and curtailment agree* 
ment is adopted in Fall River, the mills 
In New Bedford will cut wages at least 
to the 'Fail River basis. 
This will com- 


pel the Fall River fine goods mills to 
do as the fine mills in New Bedford do. 
It Is also stated that all the fine goods 
mills in Fall River are not opposed to 
the wage-reduction movement, as had 
been supposed. 
Some mills making fine 


goods are Indifferent about the matter, 
and others would sign an agreement 
to reduce if they were asked. They will 
not curtail prod uction by agreement. 


The chief significance of the situation 


lies in the fact that the signatures al- 
ready appended to the agreement in- 
clude men who, until a week ago, were 
not agreed as to the better policy to 
pursue in relieving the pressure on the 
mills. 
The men who promoted the 


meeting of the Manufacturers' associa- 
tion and the men who \i ere disposed to 
allow the selling committee to recom- 
mend corrective measures or pursue a 
course independent of the suggestions 
of large stockholders, have apparently 
come together, and are now working 
In harmony for the adoption of the 
agreement 
The men who are asking 


for a modification of the curtailment 
portion of the proposition may be able to 
prevent a unanimous movement, but the 
Impression of those best Informed is 
that an agreement M ill be reached with- 
in a few days. 


"WEEKLY TRADE REVIEW 


Boot and Shoe Business Prospering 


to a Remarkable Extent 


New York, May £3.—E. G. Dun & 


Co.'s weekly review of trade says: The 
labor situation is the cloud hovering over 
the business world, but difficulties ara 
not sufficiently widespread at present to 
Seriously interfere with the progress of 
manufacture and distribution.

while prices hold firm, the capacity of 
producing plants in the leading indus- 
tries is well employed, and crop advices 
are satisfactory. 


A feeling of confidence in the per- 


manence of values appears to have set- 
tled in all divisions of the iron and steel 
manufacture. All lines of finished steel 
are crowded to the limit of productive 
capacity, and machinery houses at Chi- 
cago are granting machinists' demands 
rather than risk delay. At some other 
points, however, employers appear more 
stubborn, and there is prospect of se- 
rious interruptions to business. 


Although slightly smaller than in the 


two preceding phenomenal weeks, ship 
rnents of boots and shoes from the east 
were more than 100,000 cases.

great forviardiugs were caused by the 
urgency of buyers who had allowed 
their poods to accumulate at the shops 
until they were needed.

1 UNDER HEAVY BONDS 
Dowie and Three Disciples Are Held 


For Causing Woman's Death 


Chicago, May 25.—John A. Bowie, 


"overseer of 
the Christian Catholic 


church," was arrested here yesterday 
pursuant to the action of the coroner'3 
jury, which has declared him "crim- 
inally responsible" for the death of Mrs. 
Emma L. Judd. II. W. Judd, a disciple 
of Dowle and husband of the alleged 
victim, was also arrested. 
Both men 


were taken before Judge Tuley, who ad- 
mitted them to bail. Two "maternity" 
nurses, who are said to have attended 
Mrs. Judd, were also arrested and later 
released under bouds. 


Mrs. Judd died a week ngo at Bowie's 


Zion, after 10 hours' suffering.

infant also died, aad on expert medical 
testimony before the coroner that the 
ordinary treatment given by medical 
practitioners would have saved nor life 
easily, Jndd. the two nurses and Bowie 
are now held to await the action of the 
grand jury.

moral and intellectual characteristic 
of the people," and this concern lest 
education be pauperized is echoed by 
•ome inconsiderate persons here. It is 
•upremely ridiculous. University edu 
cation! Is "pauperized" everywhere al- 
ready. Every additional endowment 
tends to pauperization. 
Even when 


' the tuition1 is so high that only the rich 


can afford1 it, they make no adequate 
return in money for what it costs tc! 


" furnish the opportunity to them. There 


is nb feason why university education 
ehould not be freely given that does 
not apply equally to grammar school 
education. Edward Everett took this 
ground long ago. It is logical and sen- 
sible. Do we pauperize the officers ofi 
the army and navy because the nation 
gives them their 
education and a 


salary while they are getting it? Every 
state between the AUeghanies and the 
Pacific coast maintains a university 
with free tuition for its youth. Are 
these universities.. or the people, pau- 
perized? Is 'here any sign of the de-, 
cay of "the sturdy spirit of independ- 
ence and thrift" in these communities? 
—Boston Herald.

completely. It is one thing for** state 
or community to pay ,for the educa-

aversion for the outcast and the poor 
of the middle class Christians of his 
'time. With Frank T. Builen he says 
that the average church today is al- 
together too respectable for an artisan 
or laborer to veture inl it. "Abound- 
ing 
self-righteousness and st-lf-com- 


placency," 
he 
says, make average 


nonconformists "children of a fixed 
idea and bond Hlavet- 
1 of convention." 


lie holds that sins of pride outweigh 
•Ins of flesh, and that coldntess of 
heart is not counterbalanced by silver 
and gold, by learning or virtue.—The 
Congregational ist. 


Yet it is for the cold heart, which 


cannot be counterbalanced by silver, 
gold, 
learning or virtue, that the 


church is so busy setting Its traps. If 
It catches this heart it feels satis- 
fled and bflifves it has done home- 
thing. To catch this cold heart, con-

for 
strong 
egotism, 
the 


church, or its misguided leaders .will 
•whittle conffssiona of faith Into tooth 
picks or shavings and never think that 
a sacrifice has been made. In this wor 
ship of so-called 
respectability the

what the church had to offer him In

for the 


church fair v>r stereopticon exhibition 
were not

written down so small in the con- 
fession that smug egotism would not 
bs offended by the presence of the 
word and the amount of space it oc- 
cupied.

Conversa- 
tion, was brilliant and laughter was 
light. 
Turning my glanoe a moment 


from the southern senator at my side, I 
looked full into the fixed, tvide blue eves 
of Mr. Garfield. 
He was leaning for- j 


ward—one hand tightly clinched lay on 
the table. 
Prom his strained, faraway 


look I knew he was trying to recall our 
first meeting, and as I gazed into his 
eyes tho bur-x of talk and laughter turn- 
ed .into a murmur of wind through tall, 
leafless trees. I saw a pale winter sun- 
shine falling across snow patched fields. 


"Leaning a little toward him, in a very 


low but distinct tone I said: 'Gee! Gee- 
haw!" A flash like bine lightning snap- 
ped into his eyes, and as I added, 'Is 
Freeman at home?' he gare a cry, almost 
a shout, exclaiming with enthusiasm: 
'I've fousad yon! 1,'ve found you at last, 
and you're sitting on top ^^the fence in 
a red calico dress, with a book in your 
lap!' Then in the midst of the commo- 
tion be had raised he threw his arm 
about Mr. Piatt, crying: 'Ah, you thought 
I was meet for an asylum! You know 
you did! But I've found her out at last!

on the equipment of the now Rich- 
mond hotel, which is to be opened to 
the public Monday, and whose opening 
•uil! add the latest, as well as the last 
for a long time to come, to the list of 
first class houses in this, which 
is 


qoniing to be known air.one 
traveling 


men as the city of hotels. 


The reputation of the 
Richmond 


•name in the hotel business? of 
North 


Adams, combined with the excellent 
location, attractive 
arrangement and 


rich furnishing of the new house, is 
certain to make the new Itlchr.|ond one 
of the most successful of hotels, and its 
opening is an event in which the entire 
community takes a lively interest. 


The plans for the building 
have al- 


ready been described in this paper, and 
the furnishing will be of equal interest. 
From the main entrance on State street 
or the ladies' entrance on Main street 
ascent to the office on the second floor 
is made by handsome stairways of 
Tennessee marble, or by the elevator, 
which runs from the first floor corridOi- 
to the top of the building. 


It is the office which is the especial 


pride of the building-. Occupying almost 
half of the entire second floor ,it com- 
mands an outlook of the entire le.i^th 
of Main, street from the corner win- 
dows, and is in location and furnish- 
ing one of the pleasantest hotel offices 
to be found ra New England.

some design and unusually comfortable 


The kitchen is in an entirely separate 


building at the back and the arrange- 
ments are such that while service Will 
be nuick, there will be no possibility 
of the communication of kitchen odors 
to the dining room. All the equipment 
of the kitchen is of the most modern 
and convenient nattern. 


The main toiiet room of the hotel 


is located back of the clerk's offic 
and elevator, and is one of the best 
ankJ most handsomely built in this 
part of the state. Tennessee marble 
is used for the wainscotting-, and the 
plumbing and fittings are of the best. 


The men's cafe open.ng from the 


office on the south side completes the 
main hotel ftoor^ The jsleivator or 
broad marble stairway leads to the! 
two floors above, wheiT^there are T, 
comfortably and converfiently furnlish 
ed sleeping rooms, of which 24 are1 
connected with baths. The rooms on 
each floor are all connected, so that 
they may be thrown 
together 
for 


suites of any size, but heavy double 
doors between each of the rooms shuts 
them completely from each other when 
desired.

the desk. 
The prospects of the new 


house are very bright, and the public- 
will welcome the beginning1 of its ser- 
vice.
